Ottawa, Ont. (CP) —Canada's flying 
saucer, under development for six 
years, la scheduled to take to the air 
In May or June, It Is understood here. 
The strange, round machine, 18 feet In 
dlG.metar and carrying a crew of two 
or three, presumably will begin Its 
flight trials at Malton, where It has 
been developed by Avro Aircraft Ltd. 

If It files successfully thousands of 
people In the Hamilton-Tbronto az*ea 
may see a real "flying saucer" In actlor 
Avro, however, is no yet sure the mac¬ 
hine will function. The principles 
embodied In the secret project cannot 
be proven \intil flight trials are 
undertaken. 

If the machine does work, there Is a 
good possibility that It will be mass- 
produced for the U.3. Army and perhaps 
for the Canadian Army.

The flying saucer 
would bo capable of skimming over the 
ground, nipping arovmd hills and 
threading through valleys at various 
speeds. Maximum altitude would be 
' about 10,000 feet.

Science editor, Leonard Bortln of the 
Financial Post explains It this way: 

It Is time that If the earth and the 
moon were considered as motionless bo¬ 
dies there would be a "neutral point'" 
about nine tenths of the way to the 
moon. The moon Is travelling at well 
over 2,000 mph. The rocket Itself was 
travelling at ‘ . aro^jnd 6,000 mph 
probably In the same direction. This 
relative velocity of the rocket would 
far out-balance the Inward pul.l of the 
moon. Assuming a relative speed of 
4,000 mph., the rocket would have nee^gt 
ed "U) approach within 1,5000 miles of 
the moon to be "captured", _ 

Dr, J, Tuzo Wilson, geophysics professor 
at the University of Toron-to, and Pres¬ 
ident of the IGY leading study group 
says that Canada may soon have a ring¬ 
side seat for the International compe¬ 
tition of satellite launching. "Cana¬ 
dian Arctic Islands are the most access¬ 
ible and habitable," he says. The poles 
are the only places from which to maln- 
"tain a continuous watch on the sun for 
periods up "to 6 months and they are the 
regions from which space travel may 
moa t safely be begun.

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THOSE GHOST SiiTaLLITES 

Radio listeners, both professional and 
bam, sometimes hear signals that sound 
an if they were coming from a satellite^ 
When they check, they find that no so. 
tellite was near them. Such signals 
need not originate in an unannounced 
Russian Satellite or spaceship deimrt- 
Ing for Kars. According to Owen Oar» 
rlott of StonfoM University, they may 
come from a well-known satellite that 
in passing over an area of the other 
side of the earth, exactly opposite the| 
listener's antenna. 

The way it works, says Oarrtott, is 
that the satellite broadcasts its sig¬ 
nal in all dli»eetlonB. Some of the 
ws-ves x>&ss around the earth. Keeting 
on the opposite side, they come to a 
sort of focus at the point on the earthj 
thxt is farthest from the satellite. 
There they reinforce each other enough 
to be picked up by listeners below. 

Since Sputnik III was launched seven 
months ago, Stanford has picked up its 
orbiting ghost during three periods 
of several weeks each. The ghost 
could be heard for 3-5 minutes as 
agfilnat 5-15 minutes for the 
Sputnik itself.
